nadian Foodgrains Bank was 
actually formally inaugurated 
until 1983. 

Reflecting a tradition of gen 
erosity, farmers from all across 
Canada, in conjunction with 
12 world relief and distribu 
tion partners, have devised a 
workable method to share their 
harvest with the world's hun 
gry. Grain and cash donations 
to food shipments are sup¬ 
ported by the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment. Donations are 
matched on a four-to-one ratio 
by the Canadian International 
Development Agency (CIDA); 
for every donated tonne- 
shipped to needy centres 
around the globe, C.1DA pro 
vides four additional tonnes. 

Knowing the ultimate effec¬ 
tiveness of some world relief 
programs has been hindered 
bv inflated administrative 
costs, local coordinator Willard 
Stauffer explained that due to 
a massive- volunteer base as¬ 
sisting a small core of paid 
employees, the cost of Cana¬ 
dian Foodgrains Bank's admin 
istration has been confined to 
approximately three percent. 

A vigilant network of partici¬ 
pants intently monitor the 
transportation of the goods 
from the moment the product 
is consigned right up to its 
delivery. 

"At least 95 percent of the 
shipmentgets to the designated 
area to the people- for whom it 
was intended,” said Stauffer 
who is one of several coordina 
tors involved locally. 

While donations are always 
accepted at any time of the 
year, the annual grain drive for 
1995 is slated to take place 
Saturday, Nov. 25 from 8 a m 
through 12 noon, when truck 
loads of grain will be* taken at 
the lcx-al Alberta Wheat Pool. 

Stauffer, who has bc-en in 
volved in the program since its 
inception, said locally, com 
munity support has been grati¬ 
fying and he antic ipates a good 
response to this year’s grain 
drive. 

We ll supply the- coffee and 
doughnuts, farmers will sup 
ply the grain,” Stauffer said.

Local fundraising committee planned 
for hospital

The Didsbury Hospital is 
establishing a new District 
Health Society/Foundation, as 
a money-raising organization 
to replace or add equipment. 

Dennis Stabbler, the direc¬ 
tor of Health Services, said the 
move was necessary because 
rural facilities like Didsbury’s 
don’t have the same fundrais¬ 
ing abilities as hospitals in big¬ 
ger cities. Calgary’s hospitals, 
for instance, have actual de¬ 


partments used for fundrais¬ 
ing purposes. 

For instance, "most rural 
facilities have difficulty in find¬ 
ing the time; to go out and 
fundraise", Stabbler said. 

Stabbler said the establish¬ 
ment of the foundation was not 
necessarily in reaction to pro¬ 
vincial health care cuts, but he 
did say the provincial govern¬ 
ment was "not sure" whether 
they are going to provide any 
dollars for the provision of capi¬ 
tal equipment in the future. 

In the past, the province 


provided some dollars "to a 
certain degree", according to 
Stabbler. Nevertheless, the 
Didsbury hospital still had to 
raise money internally, through 
investments and other meas¬ 
ures, for the provision of equip 
ment.This particular brand of 
fundraising is a first in Dids¬ 
bury. 

The Didsbury hospital de¬ 
cided not to set up the fund 
through the new regional board 
in order to concentrate on the 
community. 

"It’s to give the local resi 


dents and population a chance 
to have some say to a certain 
degree in the running of the 
facility," Stabbler explained. 
'They can raise some funds 
and make some suggestions 
as to how the funds will be 
used. That way we can include 
them, at least initially, in some 
way", he added. 

Didsbury joins Drumhellcr 
and other #5 regions in having 
this sort of fundraising activ 
ity.

The Didsbury Lions Club, 
which runs the town's recy¬ 
cling facility, has voted to 
make a switch in the facility's 
management. 

Russ Croft, who has run the 
centre since its inception two 
years ago, has been asked to 
step aside in favor of a team 
management approach. 

Lions Club President Ray 
Herrick said the intent of the 
move was to include more Li¬ 
ons Club members in the op¬ 
eration of the recycle centre. 

A committee which has been 
set up to manage the facility, 
will make the decision on the 
centre’s operation. 

13ut not everyone involved 
with the recycling centre is 
pleased with the decision. 
Sharon Wagner, a volunteer at 
the recycling facility, said she 
was very unhappy with the 
decision to replace Croft. 

‘‘He was so committed, I don’t 
know of anyone who would 
work for money for the amount 
of work he did," she said. 

Wagner said she was 
shocked by the Lions Club de 
cision to ask that Croft remain 
away from the facility. In re¬ 
sponse, the Lions said the 
matter was internal and would 


not comment. 

The Lions Recycle Centre 
began operations in the sum¬ 
mer of 1993 after an agree¬ 
ment was signed with the town 
on financing. The town of Dids¬ 
bury supplied the land and the 
Lions Club volunteered the 
labor to construct the cent re. A 
$30,000 provincial grant was 
used to purchase equipment . 

The centre is run in con¬ 


junction with community 
groups who use iheir volun 
teer labor to raise funds. The 
Centre receives funds from the 
sale of recyclable material and 
are also paid a set amount for 
the amount of tonnage kept 
out of the Didsbury landfill. 
The profits are divided up 
amongst the groups who have 
volunteered at the facility.

Hunter pleads guilty 

A man charged under the 
Wildlife Act with hunting with¬ 
out a licence, discharging a 
firearm on a road, illegally pos¬ 
sessing wildlife, failing to re¬ 
move notches for a hunting 
licence and obst ructing a peace 
officer, pleaded guilty to two of 
the charges.

The other charges were with 
drawn by the crown. 

Owens was charged in No¬ 
vember 1994 after Fish and 
Wildlife officers went to inves¬ 
tigate an alleged illegal hunt¬ 
ing incident. Owens, believed 
to be part of the incidents was 
asked to hand over his rifle but 
led the officers on a wild goose 
chase before actually turning 
over the weapon. 

Both crown and defence at¬ 
torneys requested Owens be 
sent enced by asubstantial fine, 
which the judge agreed to do. 
Owens was fined $500 on the 
obstruction charge and the 
specified fine of $50 for failing 
to remove the notch on his 
special hunting licence. 

Youth changes plea 

A Sundre boy charged with 
13 charges related to break 
and enter offences in Sundre 
has pleaded guilty toall counts 
just before he was to be tried 
on the charges. 

The youth, who cannot be 
identified, had originally only 
pleaded guilty to two of the 


charges. He was charged with 
three counts of theft under 
$5000, eight counts of break 
and enter, two counts of pos¬ 
session of stolen property and 
one count of mischief to prop¬ 
erty. 

The youth was not sentenced 
after the crown requested a 
pre-sentencing report be pre¬ 
pared before submissions were 
made. 

Fitness evaluation 
requested 

Another youth will spend a 
week in jail until a psychiatrist 
can examine him to determine 
his fitness to stand trial. 

The youth, believed to be 
brain damaged, was arrested 
earlier this month on two 
charges of breach of proba¬ 
tion. 

While the prosecutor agn*ed 
the charges against the youth 
were not serious, he requested 
the youth remain in custody 
until the evaluation because of 
a fear of what the youth might 
do to himself. 

The youth will return to 
court on November 22.

Eco and other forms of terrorism

I always find it interesting to hear people talk about what 
is called “Green" or “Eco" terrorism. They say it gives 
environmentalists a bad name and that their actions contra 
diet their love oflife philosophy. I have toagree with that. But 
it also serves another purpose. It makes people pay atten 
tion. 

While endangering human lives has never been a wise 
method of making a point, it certainly makes everyone pay 
attention. Religious extremists in the Middle East have 
made an art form out of terrorism as a method of capturing 
the public's attention. The reality is, if no one had taken 
extreme measures, it is highly unlikely environmental 
concerns would have reached the popularity peak they have 
today. 

I'm not suggesting I agree with methods like tree spiking 
or bombing whalers. Rather the opposite. But groups like 
Greenpeace took their stand in the 70s and 80s in a 
rebellious and perhaps adolescent way yet managed to 
capture attention in a way quiet and self respecting scien¬ 
tists never did. 

I take exception to the editorial in the 1 lerald a few weeks 
back which suggested environmentalists who spiked trees 
in Banff were attempting to kill loggers. I say just the 
opposite. If that was (heir aim, they would never have sent 
a warning letter in the first place. 

The actions of these environmental extremists has a place 
in our rather complacent, resource consuming society. 
They make the moderate opinions look reasonable. Before 
the backlash of the 90s when environmentalist became a 
dirty word, the movement to save our earth from 
consumeristic destruction gained sympathy. Unfortunately, 
big business once again gained control of public interest 
with the recession and returned the fight for control of our 
ecology to a neck and neck race. 

The saying goes - the meek shall inherit the earth, but it 
will be the extremists who ensure there is one left to give. 

Now to a less philosophical topic - election of judges. 

I just want to know if the M LA hacking this proposal spent 
anytime at all in front of (he television during the so called 
trial of the century. 

If nothing else, that one circus of American justice should 
prove to everyone just how ridiculous the idea electing 
judges is. 

How is it anyone feels justice can be better served by 
reducing the determination of a judge's capabilities down to 
a popularity contest? Rather than objective, law serving 
judges sitting in judgement, we get those driven by polls and 
public opinion. 

In this issue it seems we have forgotten how (he Canadian 
justice system works. It is not the judges who determine the 
law, they only interpret and dispense justice based on the 
laws as they are writ ten. It is the legislative bodies who 
determine the laws and, in case anyone has forgotten they 
are elected. 

It is the Parliament where Canadians unhappy with laws 
should go to aiTect change, not to the bench. Judges are 
bound by the laws and cannot bend the rules to suit the 
whimsy of the moment. That is where true justice lies. Let's 
face it, Robert Latimer was guilty of (he murder ofhis cruelly 
affected daughter under the laws of Canada. If we want a 
different judgement then we need to change the laws, not the 
judges.

"No “ will keep the market open 


Dear Editor: 

Many of your readers are, 
like myself, barley or wheat 
producers. The Alberta govern¬ 
ment is holding a vote amongst 
those in the grain trade about 
their feelings on the future of 
the Canadian Wheat Board. 
The Alberta Barley Commis 
sion, through provinc ial legis 
lation, takes a levy on all bar 
ley sales. Using our money, it 
is blanketing the province with 
TV ads claiming we should all 
vote "yes for freedom". They 
want to limit or even eliminate 
the responsibilities of the 
Wheat Board. 

I wonder who will really ben¬ 
efit from this so-called free¬ 
dom? I know the cattle feedlots 
would very much like the op¬ 
portunity to have a captive 
supply of fet'd grains. The com¬ 
modity exchanges and brokers 
would love to have more farmer 
customers willing to purchase 
hedges, contracts and other 
costly services from them. 
Naturally the international 
grain companies would also be 
happier without the competi¬ 
tion from the Canadian Wheat 
Board. Would the average pro¬ 
ducer be better ofi? 1 don’t think 
so. The sole purpose of the 
CWB is to return maximum 
dollars to the producers. It has 
done so very effectively through 
single desk selling and price 


pooling. Experience has shown 
that without single desk sell 
ing, the Board would become 
the victim of "cherry picking". 
It would only get grain on the 
days the price of the non Board 
market was low. The purpose 
of the private grain trade is to 
make the maximum profits for 
its owners, not to pass those 
profits on to the farmers who 
supply the grain.

fat phobic age. A non-stick pan reduces, and can sometimes eliminate, the 
amount of oil needed to cook steaks. 

Broiling 

Position meat 4 to 5 Inches below the broiler. A secret to successful broiling is 
to use a broiler pan designed to match the distance from the broiler with the shelf 
arrangement of the oven. Broiler pans reduce smoking by allowing fat to drip into 
the bottom of the pan, away from the heat source. Trimming fat from meal also 
helps to eliminate flare ups. 

Always preheat an electric broiler until the element is red hoi. Remove the 
broiler pan before preheating, as meat will stick to a hot pan.

The sales and distribution 
branch of a popular Didsbury 
area cheese maker is coming 
to town.

The new Didsbury location 
may boost sales "a hit” locally, 
but Engel cautioned that their

Main Street Beat 


I had the opportunity to 
accompany our Main Street 
Architect, Lome Simpson, as 
he began his initial research 
into our potential Main Street 
building projecLs. He began 
with a condition assessment. 
This assessment involved in¬ 
specting the basic structure of 
the buildings such as the struc¬ 
tural integrity of the founda¬ 
tion, the condition of the front 
facade materials, whether or 
not the roof was in a reason¬ 
ably good condition and 
whether there was any sort of 
water problem occurring in the 
building. Once this part of the 
process is complete, Mr. 
Simpson takes rectified black 
and white photographs in or¬ 
der to document the "as built” 
condition of the building as 
well as providing a long lasting 
record of the building's appear¬ 
ance and condition. This docu- 
mentation is important today 
as it provides a "baseline" as 
sessment of the beginning of 
our Main Street building inter 
ventions. From this we can 
measure the success of our 
intervention as well as provide 
clues for those in the future 
who may also require informa 


tion about these buildings. 

From my perspective as the 
Main Street Coordinator, it is 
always a relief when historic 
documentation exists in the 
form of photographs, plans or 
written accounts. It ena¬ 
bles the Main Street effort 
to better understand how 
the building has changed 
overtime. From this infor¬ 
mation we also develop an 
understanding of how our 
town has changed and 
grown over the years. This 
understanding helps us to set 
the building's context and his¬ 
tory so others may also under 
stand why a particular build¬ 
ing is important to the town's 
history and development. 

Alt er these condi tion assess 
ments and documentation ef¬ 
forts are complete, architect 
Simpson will meet with the 
building owners to assess their 
needs. Questions such as what 
the improvements the owner 
wishes to make or what proh 
lems must he solved will he 
posed. The architect will then 
develop concepts for the reha¬ 
bilitation which are presented 
to the building owner as will 
basic questions of what kind of 


budget the owner wish to com¬ 
mit to this rehabilitative effort. 
The Main Street team will ex¬ 
plore with the building owner 
the financing arrangements. 
Whether there are grants avail¬ 


able for construction, whether 
there will be any form of “sweat 
equity" involved and what the 
timing of the construction will 
involve are issues that we will 
examine.

Egg farmer uses 
inventiveness to 
survive

which is superior to leaving 
water out in the open, as it can 
become stagnant. Employees 
control the temperature and 
lighting to avoid overactive 
chickens and heat stress and 
the result is greater egg pro 
duction. 

Manji also insisted in hav¬ 
ing two to three chickens per 
cage, which is under the cage 
factory’s standard of four chick 
ens per cage. 

"I get a better production 
and they get a better place to 
stay”, Manji said. 

ihe cages are suspended 
over a giant pit, which collects 
the manure. Sinee the pit is lur 
down, the bam does not smell 
like it is full of 10,000 chick 
ens. The manure is used else¬ 
where on the farm and the 
bam is eleaned down by hot 
water that is shot out by high 
pressure nozzles on both walls. 

"We just plug it in ”, Manji 
explained. "It doesn’t take all 
that long". 

In his pulet bam, the ma¬ 
turing process is aecelerated 
by similar environmental eon 
trols. This bam features a fully 
automatic feeding system as 
well, but Manji said most of the 
technology is "common" on 
other chicken farms.

Concerned about the effects 
market globalization would 
have on his egg farm, Nazir 
Manji felt he had to improve 
eflieicncy. 

So he turned to his own 
inventive mind. 

Ihe result is a distinctive 
process of removing eggs from 
his laying bam at the Car- 
stairs Poultry Farms. 

"It's simple, it's unique and 
it’s efficient", the inventor- 
farmer said. 

In most egg larm operations, 
employees have to go around 
to each individual chicken cage 
to pick up the eggs by hand. 
This process is carried out three 
times a day in the summer and 
twice in the winter. 'Ihe eggs 
are then taken elsewhere for 
cleaning and packing. 

In Manji’s operation, the 
grading and processing part of 
the egg production is connected 
to the bam directly. Ihe eggs 
from the row of pens gently fall 
down on to an immobile con¬ 
veyer belt. Whenever it is time 
to gather the eggs, the belt is 
turned on, which brings the 
eggs out of the bam and into 
the cleaning, sorting and pack¬ 
ing part of the operation. 

"1 have engineered a central 
collection, in such a way that 
the eggs will come directly in¬ 
side the washing machine", 
Manji explained. "Wedon’tcol¬ 
lect or touch the eggs by hand". 

This whole operation, which 
collects and packages 700 
dozen eggs from 10,000 chick¬ 
ens, takes only one and a half 
hours. It is done only once a 
day, usually in the morning. 

The conveyer belt inside the 
bam runs alongside the cages 
and out to the "egg stopper", 
another Manji invention. It is 
engineered to prevent eggs from 
piling up by automatically halt¬ 
ing the machine and he has 
built it himself using material 
such as bed legs. 

The result of his new tech¬ 
nology is a workforce cut from 
four fo two people. The Car- 
stairs farm owner feels that if 
he didn’t react to the new 
N AFI'A and GATT agreements, 
he "wouldn’t be here a long 
time". And everything runs 
smoothly. 

We don’t waste time any¬ 
where", said Manji. 

The other technology used 
in the bam comes from else¬ 
where. 

The machine used for wash 
ing, dryingand sorting the eggs 
comes from the U.S. An em¬ 
ployee checks for im perfections 
or under grade eggs, using a 
UV light for assistance. At the 
end of theline, another worker 
uses a special gripper to pack 
age the eggs 12 at a t ime. Since 
the machine docs all the wash 
ing and drying, there is no dust 
to clean up afterwards. 

"We clean up only once a 
week here", Manji said. 

Hack in the bam, Manji uses 
another conveyer belt to feed 
the chickens six times a day. 
The birds always have fresh 
water from a dry cup system.

Nazir Manji was bom in the 
African country of Tanzania 
and was educated in the United 
Kingdom. He came to Canada 
in 1977 and bought his Car- 
stairs area bam a few years 
later. 

Manji put in his fully auto¬ 
matic egg syst em five years ago 
at the cost of $125,000.

Taxpayers now subsidizing wealthy patients

Starting this month Alberta 
taxpayers will be paying $420,000 
a month for the right to top up the 
profits of private medical clinic 
operators. Those operators will 
take in another $420,000 from 
their patients in "facility fees". 


It was last January that federal 
Health Minister Diane Marleau 
warned Alberta that such fees are 
illegal under the Canada Health 
Act because they give better health 
care access to those who can afford 
to pay to jump the line. The Liberal 
government in Ottawa says it 
amounts to taxpayers subsidizing 
health care for the wealthy. 
Marleau gave Alberta nine months 
to either stop allowing the practice 
or lose an equivalent amount of 
money in federal transfer 
payments. 

Alberta didn’t stop and last 
Thursday, the payment arrived 
$420,000 light...as promised. 
That will continue, every month, 
until the Klein government 
complies with the Canada Health 
Act. 

"I’m applauding the federal 
government stance of digging in 
their heels against a two tiered 
system,” says the head of the 
Alberta group Friends of 


Medicare, Dr. Hubert Kammerer. 
He’s criticizing the provincial 
government for losing the money 
in defence of those facility fees. 
"This $420,000 is not benefiting 
anybody except for a few wealthy 
physicians." 

The money could have paid for 
42 hip replacements for people 
who have been waiting for up to a 
year, or 19,000 hours of home 
care service, Kammerer says, but 
adds, "it’s also important on 
philosophical grounds because it’s 
a foot in the door for two-tiered 
medicine." 

”1 remember what it was like 
before we had Medicare," says 
Hazel Wilson with the Alberta 
Council on Aging. "We had 
segregated wards and public 
patients and private rooms. If 
you’re poor or older, you can’t 
afford good medical insurance. I 
think many younger people who 
don’t know what it was like think 
there ’ s nothing wrong with it." 


Premier Klein is painting this as 
a constitutional fight with Ottawa. 
He calls it unjust and unfair. 

But Klein says it’s worth it to 
lose the money for as many months 
as it takes and he suggests that 
Marleau will eventually see the 
light and return the cash. 
Meanwhile, Alberta is pitching a 
counterproposal that would allow 
doctors to play both sides of the 
fence, billing Alberta Health for 
some patients and billing others 
directly. 

’’We said if we have to get out 
of facility fees, we will," says 
Klein, "but at least give doctors the 
opportunity to operate in the 
system and out of the system. That 
isn’t hurting anyone." 

Marleau has already suggested 
that would produce what she calls 
wallet biopsies and has rejected the 
idea. Studies in other jurisdictions 
show that it leads to abuse, with 
doctors referring patients for tests 
and treatment in clinics in which 


the doctor owns a share. The 
Consumer's Association also 
opposes the idea and notes that 
figures from those jurisdictions 
show that it leads to a sharp 
increase in unnecessary tests. 

Health Minister Shirley 
McClellan is undeterred. She says 
she'll work it out with the Alberta 
Medical Association and have the 
whole thing fleshed out in four 
weeks. AMA president Guy 
Gokiert calls it "an artificial 
timetable". 

If McClellan can eventually 
convince the AMA to sign off on 
the plan, in four weeks or four 
months, she’ll face the prospect of 
going back to the federal 
government with an idea Diane 
Marleau has already turned down. 

Meanwhile, the meter is 
running, at the rate of $420,000 a 
month, with taxpayers picking up 
the tab to insure that patients at 
those clinics have the right to pay 
an extra fee.

Health file

During the fall and early 
winter, many students and 
younger children may develop 
illness involving diarrhea and/ 
or vomiting. TTiis is sometimes 
known as Winter Vomiting Dis¬ 
ease and is often referred to as 
the "stomach flu" (although it 
is not an influenza). If your 
child is, or has been, experi¬ 
encing such an illness, it is 
strongly recommended that 
he/she remain home until all 
symptoms have disappeared 
and their stools are firm. 

Severe diarrhea or vomiting 
may result in dehydration in 
children. In order to prevent 
this, it is extremely important 
that your child continuously 
sip oral rehydration solutions 
(O.R.S.) during the course of 
(he illness. These solutions are 
simple to use and are available 
without prescription at phar 
maeies under the trade names 
Pedialyte or Gastrolyte. They 
are superior to pop or juices in 
the treatment of vomiting or 
diarrhea. 

The organism responsible 
for this illness is present in the 
gut of infected individuals, and 
may be transferred to other 
members in the household by 
contact with vomit or fecal 
matter. Therefore, it is ex¬ 
tremely important that : 

(1) Hands be washed thor 
oughlv with plenty of soap and 
hot water alter going to the 
bathroom and before prepar 
ing or eating foods. Parents 
should assist smaller children 
to ensure that their hands art; 
thoroughly washed. 

(2) All areas contaminated 
by vomit or fecal matter, such 
as floors, walls, sinks and fix 
tures, toilets, etc., be disin¬ 
fected with a strong bleach 
solution (one part bleach to ten 
parts water). 

(3) All clothing and bedding 
contaminat ed by vomit or fecal 
matter he handled with care 
and washed in hot water to 
whic h bleach has been added 
(follow the directions on the 
label of the bleach container). 

(4) Any person who has been 
ill with vomiting and/or 
diarrhea refrain from visiting 
shut ins, patients in ihe hos 
pilal or residents in the nurs¬ 
ing home or other long term 
care facility until they have 
completely recovered.
